Baptism « ie the French Imperial 
Prince. 


Precisely at 5 o’clock minute gtins Were 
fired from. the csplanace of the Tuy eres, 
and the grand corteg which had assembled 
so many tens of thousands of each sex and 
every age, from.every country under heaven 
‘to witness it,got under way. For impos- 
ing pomp pnd. ceremony there has never 
been seen anything like it. in France or in 
any other country. The ‘splendor, condi- 
tion and general fenue of the troops—the 
inspirig strains of the music as regiment af- 
ter regiment, each with its respective band, 
filed along —the variety, magnificience, even 
gorgeousness of the military diess—tlie 
superb condition and beauty of the horses 
in their sumptions capa: isons, as they proud 
ly drew the state. vehicl:s—the ‘exquisite 
workmanship and finish of the vebicles them 
selves, and the general mise en scene, or 
getting up of the whol:, has probably never 
befure been equalled. Certain it is, that 
it is not possible to imagine any state cere- 


«mony of the kind that can ever exceed it in 


splendor and ‘effect. 

First came the trumpets and band of the 
Ist Regiment of Carabine's with their grey 
chargers, their snow white plimes and bra- 
zen hemlets and breast plates ,listeni g in 
the mid—day sun; then the maguiticient Etat 
Major, the picked oflivers°of the French 
service; then’ two squdrons of the Ist Kegi- 
ment of Carabiniers, with the colonel; the n 
two squadrons of the 11th regiment of d 
goons, with the band and the colonels anes 
wards, two squadrons of the Guides: with 
their delicious music, looking with their rich 
dress and accoutrements, like the gaudy but 
tei flies of the scene. 

Now came the piguers, or stud groms of 
their Imperial, Hiyliness, dressed in large 
cocked hats, jack “byots and leathers, with 
long green coats, riding superb horses; fo - 
lowing whom eame'the carriage of the Prin 
cess Mathilde, containing ber maids of hon- 
or. Afterwards’ followed the carriage of 
Prince Napoleon, contai:ing the officers of 
his household—four piquers “of the Eimpe- 
ror preceeding it. ‘hen came in succession 
eight ecarmages and six, each, foilowed by 
two grooms, contsining various members 
of the Inperial household. In the seven- 
were the Princess Mathilde-and Madame la 
Princess Marie Duchess of Mamilt-n The 
carriage guarded on either side-by a cheva- 
lier d° Honaurs in the eight were the Prince 
Jerome Napoleon, Rei tine la Grande, 
Duchess de’ Baden, Prince Napoleon, and 


Oscar, Prinee of Sweden and Norway. On 
the rizht’ of this carriage rode the first 


equerry of Prince Jerome Napoleon, on the 
lett that of his son, Prince Napuleen. 


Following these eight carriages and six 
came six 77guers of the Emperor. Then 


the carriage of the Empress with eight 
horses, superbly caparisoned with feathers 
in their head and mane. This contained the 
young Prince Imperial; the gouwvernate des 
wnfants de Franc’; the two sub-goverpesses 
and last. though not least, nowrrice, or wet 
nurse—for tuis day, at any rate no unimpor- 
tant personage. By the right side of this 
carriage rode the baby ee s sworn de- 
feliderst? Marchal Canrobeit, accompani- 
ed by an Imperial aid-de-camp and enquer- 


ry on the right; and on the leit Marshall 
Bosquet, accompanied by the  Adjutant- 


General of the Palace and an imperial ord- 
nance officer. Grooms in magnificence 
state liveries walked by the side of the horses 
of the carriaze. 

Other Imperial equerries now appeared 
and cleared the way for another carriage and 
eight horses, whose loitly plumes of snow 
white, waving in the sun's rays, announced 
the proud odice they fulfilled, namely, that 
of conveying in a carriage all ylittering with 
crystal, gold and the moet exquis.te ornamen- 
tation, all more or less of a religious charac- 
ter in consonance withthe occasion, their 
Majesties: the Btaperor and Empress, On 
the right rode the Grand Uuntsinan, the 
Pringe. de, Wagram, Marshal Baraguay 
d’Hilliers, the ieneral Commandant of the 


; national euards of the Seine, the first equer- 


ry of the emperor. On the left Marshal 
Count .de, Casteliami. the general Coin- 
mandant of the Imperial Guard, the Em- 
peror’s chief aidedeccamp, and onthe side 
of the horses a host-of running foot-men. 
Behind tie*carriage “the Emperor's aides- 
de-camp, his ordnance officers, a squadron 
of the Cent Guards, their light blue untforms 
and silvery steel helmets and curiasses daz+

band; two other syuadrons of curassiers, with 
music; two squadrons - of caraviniers, hke= 
wise their band looking ikea sea of gold with 
their superb accoutrements of brass closed 
the procession:

« J have already accomplished more than 
hilf the journey of my life, and this is the 
first time it has been my iisfortune _ to be 
arrainged before any judicial tribunal asa 
breaker of any Jaw of my country. I con- 
fess, sir and without shame that ‘my sensi- 
bilities are di-turbed by my novel position. 
and Lhave but to exress my profound re- 
gret'that in discharging a‘duty imposed up- 
on me by my own sense of right ‘and the 
Saniinrnk of the gallant people it is my 
pride and honour to -represent, 1 am con- 
trained as a consequence to approach you 
as a Violator and not as a ma erof the 
laws, 

“In extenuation of my offence. permit me 
to say that no extraordinary power of in- 
vention.is requisite to imagine a variety of 
personal grievences which the good of society 

andeves public mo «lity require to be redress 
ed and yet no adequate legal remedy muy be 
had. So also.are those cases. which may 
fall under the condemnation of the letter of 
the law, and yet like considerations will re- 
strain its penalties, The villian who per: 
verts the best feelings of the better sex. and 
rewards) unsuspecting | devotion with ruin, 
may bid defhance'to “this honarable court. 
But whe.ea sister’s dishonour is blotted out 
with the blood of ber destroyer, an intelli- 
gent and wholesome public opinion, embodi- 
ed in an intelligent and virtuous jury always 
has and always. will, control the law, and 
pupnlar sentiment will applaud what. the 
books may condemn. 

“Tt is the glory of the law that it is found 
ed in reason. But can that. reasoning be 
just which is not regardful of human feel- 
ing. Sir, no one knows better than your- 
self that such a reproach does not rest upon 
our juris; rulence; for, even the stern letter 
of the law touches with tenderness the hus. 
band who Slays in the act the usurper of 
his bed. ‘The child who kills in defence cf 
its parent is excused hy the law) which is 
ever reguardful of the virtious i npulses of 
nature. 

“ By a parity of reasoning, patriotism 1s 
regarded by every nation upon earthas the 
cardnial political virtue. Sons are made 
to rewardit and to perpetuate the names 
of those whowareits exatinplers.. And can 
it be expected—will it be required—that J, 
with a-heart fo feckand an arm to. strike 
s all patiently hear audignobly submit while 
my political mother is covered with m- 
sult, and obloquy, and,. dishonour, while 
her character is slandered snd her reputation 
libetled ? 

«Sir, the substance which I have. been 
gathering formy children may be squa:der- 
ed, my body miv be coasigned to the com- 
mon jail my life itself may be forfeited, but 
[ will be true to the instincts of my, nature, 
true to the home of my maturity, and to the 
mother that bore me. 

‘Phe first political lesson- which my 
ripening faculties jully comprehended and 
app eciated owas the bigh moral and 
social obligations of every «citizen to: bow 
himself fo the majesty of thelaw. In che- 
dience to the precepts ofmy youth which 
are sanctioned by the experience and judge- 

eit of mature years; 1 submit my. case to 

disi:retion o the Cru t with . entire con- 
fidence, that while you, sir, asa imajistrate 
perlorm your whole duty to the country and 
yourself, you will remember thatin every 
regulated cominunity, public opinion dis- 
tinguishes between .crime and honourable 
resentment and tolerates the refuge which 
mdn Seale seek fa the > ma; enanimily of 
their judges.”

Railroad. 


An Excursion Train Wrecked. 


SEVERAL CARS BURNED. 


Nearly Fifty Lives Lost. 


About nine o’clock this morning, the ap- 
palling intelligence reached the city that a 
cullision had occurred upon the North Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, between the regular 
morning train from Gwynedd and an excur- 
sion train that elt tie city. at five o’clock 
this morning, with a large party of schvol 
children with their teachers, &e. 

The particulars, so far as we have been 
able to glean them from reliable sourees, are 
as follows: 

At five o’clock this morning a special train 
of ten cars left the Master Street Depot 
with t*e sehools of St. Michael’s Roman 
Catholie Chureh, in Kensington. The ex- 
cursion party consisted of betwean five and 
six hundred persons, the great majurity of 
whom were children. They intended pro- 
ceeding to Fort Washington, fourteen and 
a halt miles trom the city, where they were 
to enjoy a plce-nic. 

Owing to the number of ears, and weight 
of the train, there was some delay, and the 
conductor. Mr; Alfred F.: Hopple, tinding 
himself behind time, pushed forward with 
great rapidity when towards the end of his 
trip.

The regular passenger train for the city

The down train escaped without serious 
damage, but the scene resented: by the ex- 
cursion. train was fearful. The three for- 
ward cars were crushed completely to pieces, 
and the wreck, mingling with that of the 
locomotive took fire,and the flames commu- 
nicated to the other cars of the train. The 
two next cars after the three that were 
wrecked outright took fire, and were entire- 
ly consumed. 

The inmates of the three forward cars 
were completely mixed up with the wreck, 
and a large number of them were killed out- 
right. There were probably fifty persons 
in each of the three cars, and the lowest es- 
timate we heard fix the number of killed at 
fifty, while it was feared the dread aggregate 
would-reach. one hundred. 

When our informant Jeft the spot, every 
effort was being made to rescue the wound- 
ed andthe bodies of the dead from the

The farmers in the vieinity rendered 
every assistance in their pewer, except one 
man, who demanded ten dollars for a wagon 
to go a mile for a physician,

of Mr. Wm. Shultz, Superintendent of Mo- 
tive Power, went up at 10 o’clock and

the wreck of the May-flower. The propeller 
Republic chanced to be near at hand and at 
once took her in tow in attempt to bring her 
so near shore that her passengers ‘could ey 
cape. But the rapid spread ofthe flames 
prevented this and her passengers leaped 
wildly into’the lake. The Republic lowered 
her smali boats, and did good service in 
picking wp those in the water. In the mean 

| time the steamer Mississippi, which at the 

| me. was some five miles away, had come 
up, and ber boats were at once manned and 
put upon the same duty. But for the for. 
tunate proximity of these two vessels, a far 
greater loss of life must have occurred, 
‘There were about 150 souls ow ward the
